All the facts respecting the Savioi^s 
life may be learned thus, but a connected history of all he

therefore that this little wmii may bf' ^seful.^he plan of 
it being sudi, some few kssonsjlciatv necessarily be simi- 
lar to certain lessons in z:^r.^Mtr question books, yet 
it is believed tiiat the pn^ts of similarity are few, while the 
plan and die body of the work are wholly unlike any 
other in use.' It has also been the design of the author 
to make the boo^ praclieal ; to induce thaught, study 
and reflection ; to lead the yoojug to a correct knowledge 
and understanding of the truth as it is in Jesus. In the 
hope that it may be useful, it is submitted to the public as 
an Assistant in our Sabbath Schools.
